The  Honourable  the  Minister  of  Lands  having 
reported : — 

1.  That  the  Kelowna  Irrigation  Company,  Ltd., 
is  a company  incorporated  under  th4  “ Companies 
Act,  1S97,”  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia, 
having  its  registered  ofiice  at  Kelowna,  in  the  said 
Province,  and  by  its  memorandum  of  association  is 
authorized  to  carry  and  supply  water  for  irrigation 
purposes. 

2.  That  the  said  Company  claims  to  have  ac- 
quired or  constructed  certain  ditches,  flumes,  pipe 
lines,  works:  and  other  structures  for  storing  or 
conveying  water  for  the  purpose  of  irrigating  lands 
(hereinafter  called  the  said  water  system),  and  has 
entered  into  agreements  with  certain  persons 
(hereinafter  called  the  water  users)  to  supply 
them  with  water  for  irrigation  from  the  said  water 
system.  _ . 

3.  That  by  an  order  of  the  Supreme  Court,  dated 
22ud  November,  1915,  AVilliam  Macneille  Maclach- 
lan  was  appointed  “ receiver  and  manager  of  the 
property  and  assets  of  the  Kelowna  Irrigation  Com- 
pany, Limited,  including  the  whole  of  the  irriga- 
tion system.”

2.  In  all  cases  where  iirobale  or  letters  of  admin- 
istration are  granted  during  the  war  to  any  person 
entitled  theri'to,  the  grant  shall  he  made  upon  the 
condition  that  no  poi'tion  of  the  assets  shall  be  dis- 
tributed or  paid  during  the  war  to  any  beneliciary 
or  creditor  who  is  a (Jerman,  Anstro-IIimgariau, 
Turkish,  or  Hulgarian  subject,  wherever  resident, 
or  to  any  one  on  his  behalf,  or  to  or  on  behalf  of 
any  person  resident  in  (Jerinany,  Austro-Hungary, 
Turkey,  or  I'ulgaria,  of  whatever  nationality,  with- 
out the  express  licence  of  the  Crown  acting  through 
the  Jlinister  of  Finance ; and  if  any  distribution 
or  payment  is  made  contrary  to  this  condition  the 
grant  of  probate  or  letters  of  administration  will 
be  forthwith  revoked. 

3.  Any  applicant  for  letters  of  administration  or 
probate  during  the  war  shall  furnish  evidence  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  .fudge  to  whom  apiilicatiou 
is  made  that  the  person  in  respect  to  whose  estate 
such  probate  or  letters  of  administration  are 
applied  for  was  not  a German,  Austro  Hungarian, 
Turkish,  or  Bulgarian  subject;  or,  failing  such  evi- 
dence, shall  produce  the  licence  of  the  Crown  that 
such  probate  or  letters  of  administration  may  be 
granted.  Such  apidicaut  shall  also  give  such  infor- 
mation as  the  Kcgistrars  of  the  Courts  may  require 
in  order  to  ascertain  whether  any  of  the  assets 
would  in  time  of  peace  be  distributable  or  payable 
to  any  such  subject,  and  if  required  sball  make  a 
statutory  declaration  as  to  the  assets  and  their  dis- 
position in  the  event  of  probate  or  letters  of  admin- 
istration being  granted. 

■f.  In  cases  deemed  by  him  proper,  the  Jlinister 
of  Finance  may  sanction  the  payment  of  moderate 
sums  out  of  assets  to  beneficiaries  or  creditors  who 
are  German,  Austro-Hungarian,  Turkish,  or  Bul- 
garian subjects  resident  in  Canada  at  tbe  com- 
mencement of  the  war  and  during  the  war.

I have  the  honour  to  transmit  to  Your  Royal 
Highness,  for  the  information  of  your  Ministers, 
a eopj"  of  a notice  published  in  the  press  on  the 
15th  June,  containing  information  for  the  guidance 
of  persons  desiring  to  record  : — 

(a.)  Debts  (including  bank  balances)  due  to 
British  subjects  from  persons  residing  in  enomy 
countries : 

(b.)  Other  property  in  enemy  countries  (includ- 
ing securities)  belonging  to  British  subjects. 

2.  The  Foreign  Claims  Office  referred  to  in  the 
last  paragraph  of  the  notice  has  been  set  up  at  the 
Foreign  Office  for  the  purpose  of  dealing  with  all 
claims  for  the  settlement  of  which  no  satisfactory 
machinery  has  existed  hitherto,  and  which  are 
foreign  in  the  sense  that  they  are  claims  by  British 
subjects  against  a foreign  Government  or  by 
foreign  nationals  against  His  Majesty’s  Govern- 
ment.

It  must  be  clearly  understood  that  the  action  of 
the  Public  Trustee  will  be  confined  to  entering  upon 
the  record  claims  of  which  particulars  are  supplied 
to  him,  and  that  in  no  way  commits  Ilis  Majesty's 
Government  either  to  responsibility  for  the  correct- 
ness of  the  claim  entered  or  to  taking  any  action  on 
the  conclusion  of  hostilities  or  otherwise  for  the 
recovery  of  the  debts  or  property  in  question.
